Department — end of watch 
was Monday, April 1, 1957 
due to gunfire; Assistant 
Chief of Police Charles 
Herman Driggers, Elba 
Police Department — end of 
watch was Wednesday,

fire; Sheriff C.F. “Neil”

Department — end of watch 
was Monday, July 31, 1995 
due to an automobile acci- 
dent.

Coffee County BOE members vote to offer 
superintendent job to Kevin Killingsworth

The Coffee County 
Board of Education met 
last Thursday, May 10, at 
noon with the intent pur- 
pose of nominating a candi- 
date to be the next superin- 
tendent of the Coffee 
County School System. 

Shortly after opening the 
meeting, board members 
voted to enter into an exec- 
utive session for what was 
described to be a discussion 
of good name and charac- 
ter. Board attorney Dale 
Marsh indicated that to be a 
valid reason to enter the 
session, and all board mem- 
bers voted in favor of it. 

Fourteen minutes later, 
the board returned to open 
session. 

Chairman Brian McLeod 
said the board had conclud- 
ed earlier in the week two 
days of interviews of five 
impressive candidates that 
made the decision of board 
members a difficult one. 

‘Despite the lively 
debate and difference of 
opinion in the selection 
process, I think I can speak 
for the entire board when I 
say we will work hard to

help our next superintend- 
ent be successful,” McLeod 
said. 

He said the board was 


. ready to narrow the field 


down to one nominee for 
superintendent. 

Board member Larry 
Eddins made a motion to 
nominate Kevin 
Killingsworth with the 
intent to hire him as super- 
intendent of Coffee County 
Schools pending contract 
negotiations and approval 
of a contract setting out the 
terms and conditions of his 
employments. Eddins’ 


motion received a second 
from board member Eric 
Payne. 

Five board members 
voted in favor of hiring 
Killingsworth for the job. 
The ‘yes’ votes came from 
board members Eddins, 
Payne, Rubin McKinnon, 
Galen McWaters, and Mike 
Bailey. 

Not voting for the motion 
to nominate Killingsworth 


were board members 
McLeod and Wendy 
Massey. 


“With five votes in favor 
of Mr. Killingsworth, that 
is a majority so this motion 
passes,” McLeod said. 

Killingsworth is a long 
time employee of the 
Coffee County School 
System currently serving as 
the system’s transportation 
coordinator, as well as 
coordinator of buildings, 
grounds and maintenance 
and career tech educa- 
tion/special programs, 
according to the school sys- 
tem’s website. He also has 
previous principal experi- 
ence with the school sys-

Coffee County E-911 receives clean audit for Fiscal Years 2016 and 2017 


The Coffee County 
Em) ¢- © ge mn ¢.iy 
Communications Board [E- 
911] recently underwent an 
audit by examiners from 
the Alabama Board of 
Examiners for financial 
management and 911 pro- 
cedures. 

This was a_ regularly 
scheduled audit — not pre- 
cipitated by any acts on the 
part of the board, according 
to officials. State law 
requires a biennial audit of 
all 87 emergency commu- 
nications —_ boards in 
Alabama. 

The audit was for all of 
Fiscal Years 2016 and 
2017. The results were 
recently briefed to the 
board. 

The Coffee County E- 
911 board is a stand-alone 
entity and is not under the 
supervision of the Coffee 
County Commission or any 


of the municipalities of the 
county. 

The exit briefing indicat- 
ed no adverse findings in 
either financial manage- 
ment or 911 procedures as 
dictated by state law. The 
entire board was cited for 
excellence. 

In addition, Gloria Webb 
was cited for exemplary 
bookkeeping of financial 
matters. 

Both Colonel (Retired) 
Charles Webb and Mrs. 
Webb are the founders of 
the 911 system for all areas 
of the county and all cities 
and towns in the county 
with the exception of 
Enterprise, which has a 
separate system. Col. and 
Mrs. Webb have been 
board members without a 
break since 1996; Col. 
Webb has served as board 
chairman since the system 
was formed. They work as 


volunteers, as do all the 
board members. 

Marvin Mcllwain has 
been employed as the coor- 
dinator of the County 911 
system since February 


2004, and he is responsible 
for addressing and mapping 
as well as other duties. He 
also serves as the board’s

New Medicare cards being issued for some, if not all, U. 
S. citizens. It appears to us that this is targeting us stire 
enough old folks who were given the original Medicare 
cards with our social security numbers as our Medicare 
number. The word has been out for some time that this 
would be happening, but apparently it has now started, Of 
course the con artists are a step ahead of the feds with their 
game. So .. . . WARNING!! Do not respond to those 
phone calls asking for your new number, your SS number, 
etc. Don’t apologize, make excuses or anything . . . . just 
hang up!! If you have any doubts, hang up from that call 
and place a call to the Medicare folks — with a number you 
got off your paperwork for Medicare, not the person on 
the phone!! This is very important for your security and 
privacy and can’t be stressed too much.

Take precautions to prevent tick- & mosquito-borne diseases 


As the days get longer 
and the kids get out of 
school, many Alabamians 
will be spending a lot more 
time outside. 

Warmer weather means 
lots of fun outdoor activi- 
ties, but it also means tick 
and mosquito season. 
While most tick and mos- 
quito bites are only an 
annoyance, sometimes 
these bites can be danger- 
ous. 

“Ticks and mosquitoes 
can transmit viruses and 
bacteria when they bite, 
causing illnesses that range 
from mild to severe or even 
fatal,” according to Sherri 
Davidson, interim state epi- 
demiologist. 

West Nile virus disease, 
Lyme disease and Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever are 
a handful of diseases 
Alabamians can get from 
ticks and mosquitoes in 
their own backyards. 

Luckily, there are several 
things you can do to lower 
the risk of disease to you 
and your family. 

Dr. Dee Jones, state pub- 
lic health veterinarian, 
says, “The best way to 
avoid getting a disease 
from a tick or mosquito is 
to reduce the risk of being 
bitten.” 

You can help keep ticks 
and mosquitoes off of your 
skin and out of your yard 
by following these recom- 
mendations from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC): 

« When going outdoors, 
use EPA-registered repel- 
lents containing 20 percent 
DEET on skin or perme- 


thrin on clothes. Follow 
label instructions carefully 
when using any repellent. 
Repellents should not be 
used on infants less than 2 
months old. 

* Wear loose-fitting long 
sleeves and long pants. 

* Install or repair screens 
on windows and doors. Use 
air-conditioning, if avail- 
able. 

¢ Empty standing water 
from items outside homes 
such as flowerpots, buck- 
ets, old tires and children's 
pools. 

* Clean clogged gutters 
and clear drainage ditches 
and pipes of debris. 

« Remove leaf litter from 
yard, and mow lawn fre- 
quently.
